CO. AGENT QUESTION 


AIRED OUnUESDAY 


Meeting be'fore the County Com- 


mittee, appointed by 
the 
County 
Board at their recent session, several 
representatives from vthis city 
and 
other communities 
in the 
county 
gathered at the Court House. Tues- 
day to express their opinion regard- 
ing the duties of the C6unty Agent 
in Wood County, and to 
give 
the 
committee an idea of whether or not 
the County agent was-fulfilling these 
duties-or not.. The hearing has been 
called, at the request of the Commit- 
tee following some discussion which 
was brought up at the Board meet- 
ing at which time some complaints 
were heard regarding this office. The 
matter brought up at that time was 
whether or not Profs. 
Clark 
and 
Jackson were devoting the time they 
should to their duties connected with 
the County Nprnaal and Agriculutral 
School, or whether their farming ac- 
tivities were taking their time from 
the school work. 
• 
With R. Connor of 
Auburndale, 
heading the committee, which also 
included A. E. Bennett and 
Seth 
Whitman, the meeting was called to 
order at the Court House 
Tuesday 
morning. 
Testimony was asked for 
from anyone interested and several 
of the farmers and 
others 
spoke, 


O J Leu gave a; short talk on mat- 
ters he bad heard 
regarding the 


County Agent, stating chiefly matters 
that included cattle deals, and made 
it known to the Committee that what 
he had heard had been merely hear- 
say and that he was making 
no 
charge, but wuold like to have sever- 
al rumors ^which had 
become pre- 


valent in the county cleared up. Dr. 
Norton 
of this 
city 
also 
,talked 


briefly on the matter and much to 
the same as Mr. Leu wanted to know 
the facts of the case 
rattier 
than 
make a complaint. 
Mr. Norton gave 


his viewpoint from a veterinarian's 
standpoint. 
Dan McKercher, spealring from the 


standpoint of a. wholesale and retail 
grain dealer questioned the Commit- 
tee regarding the duties of the Coun- 
ty Agent. 
Mr. 
McKercher stated 
that Mr. Clark 
had bought several 


carloads of feed and seed at different 
times and that the dealers in 
the 
county had not been given a chance 
to bid on any of this. 
He explained 


how'often a dealer can make a closer 
price than an individual can-buy at, 
and suggested that 
the dealers 
at 
least be given a 
chance to 
quote 


prices. 
J C Kieffer stated 
that he 
had 


several dealings with Mr. Clark and 
that they had been satisfactory. He 
explained .that when he had bought 
alfalfa thru Mr. Clark he had saved 
at least $6.50 a ton under the whole- 
sale price and that Mr. Clark 
had 


made nothing on the deal. 
It was 
stated by one of the members that 
only a few were let in on these pur- 
chases but Mr. Kieffer stated that he 
had got in on it by reading of it in 
one of the county papers and 
that 


source was open to all. 
Calling Haro;d 
Krause 
on 
the 
stand, a lad 
about sixteen 
years, 
Chr Connor asked him of his deal- 
ings with Mr. Clark. 
The lad told 


how he had bought three 
head 
of 
cattle and two pigs from the county 
agent and the deal was entirely satis- 
factory. 
He stated that one cow had 
gone wrong but Mr. Clark had given 
him the original purchase price, $100 
back for Ihe animal and he had not 
even asked for it. 
He told how he 


had paid $250 for one of the cows 
and had been offered $200 a few days 
ago for one of her calves. 
Several 
speakers following stated their deals 
with Mr. Clark were always 
satis- 


actory and that he 
had 
evidently 
always worked or the best interest of 
the farmers of Wood county. 


-When called upon the stand Mr. 


Clark was asked if he ever made any 
personal profit when he 
put 
thru 
deals for buyers coming in from out- 
side to which he stated he did not. 
He went on to say that once when 
they had bought hay and feed tor 
some of the farmers that there had 
been $25 profit which 
was 
turned 
over to the cow testing association, 
which Mr. Bean verified. Upon ques- 
tion Mr. Clark stated that the time 
he devoted to his agricultural duties 
would average ten hours a day. 
He 
explained that he considered his posi- 
tion one that should cover any duty 
beneficial to Wood County and 
es- 
pecially so in regard to 'farming. 
Prof. Jackson explained that his 


work was entirely different from that 
of Mr. Clark and that while he had 
to be at the school 
to perform his 


duties Mr. Clark's work 
was 
out 
around the county. 
He stated that 


he had never sacrificed his time from 
his school duties to do farm work. 
Mr. Jackson stated that Mr. Clark 
devoted much 
more 
time to 
the 


County Agent work than was often 
best for his own interests and stated 
that those who were familiar with 
his work woul dagree to that. Mr. 
Jackson stated that 
they 
expected 
criticism and welcomed open criti- 
cism at any time. 


: No one else 
wishing to" express 


t'heir opinion that matter was closed 
and the Committee took the 
testi- 


mony under advisement. 
Tuesday afternoon the Committee 


went over the books of the County 
Agent at the Agricultural school and 
stated that they -had found 
every- 
thing in the best of shape and as far 
as 'could be seen the business 
Mr. 
Clark had transacted 
during 
his 
career here as County Agent was per- 
fectly legitimate. 
While the com- 
mittee do not make an official report 
on their findings until the regular 
fall term of the County Board should 
nothing more develop it is evident 
that the investigation to the present 
time has revealed nothing but that 
County Agent Clark has been attend-"- 
ing to his duties and working for the 
best interests of Wood county. 


COUNCIL FAVORABLE 


ON BRIDGE PROJECT 


Voting unanimously for the pro- 


position,. Ihe City Council Tuesday 
evening passiSd a petition asking the 
State Highway Commission to urect 
a new bridge across ihe Wisconsin 
river at Grand Rapids. 
While the 
proposition still has to go thru quite 
a lengthy proceedure this is the lirsl 
step toward securing a new bridge 
for this city. 
The matter is forwarded to 
the 


highway commission, who come here 
and hold a public hearing on 
the 
matter and. determine the location, 
and the necessity of putting in a new- 
bridge. 
After that is 
determined 


the matter goes back to ihe city, who 
raise their i share of. the money re- 
quired and the State Highway Com- 
mission goes ahead and 
erects 
the 
bridge 
under 
their 
-supervision. 


Under the new law which was re- 
cently passed by the state legislature 
thru the efforts of Sen. 1. P. Witter 
the city's share will be one-tuifd, the 
county's share one-third while tho 
state will pay one-third. 
The 
new 
law states that no more than 
six 
bridges under this law will be erect- 
ed during one year, but it is expected 
that if Grand Rapids takes care of 
their part of the matter without any 
delay it might be arranged this year. 
Acconi'ng to F. F. Meugel, Divi- 
sion Engineer, the surveys and other 
data was taken a year or so ago when 
the matter was agitated, 
and 
all 
that would be req.uired now would 
be a new estimate. 
He states that 


should things go along smoothly it 
might be possible to build the bridge 
this winter. 
Traffic would probably 


be carried over the present bridge 
by raising it up and 
building 
the 
new structure beneath it. 
While it 


is 
generally 
conceeded 
the 
new- 


bridge will be of concrete with four 
spans, this will be determined later. 
It will be as wide as the distance be- 
tween the buildings on Vine and 
Graud and while the" center will be 
about three feet higher 
than 
the 
present bridge,'this is taken up by 
sloping it up toward the center 1'rom 
each ,end. 
An opportunity to clean 
up 
a 
question over which every city coun- 
cil for several* years past has argued, 
was seen in the report 
that 
John 
Smith would sell the- city sufficient 
land on the corner of 
Fourth 
and 
Saratoga streets to permit them to 
make Fourth a thirty foot street at 
that 
po.iiit. 
His 
figure 
asked 
was $300 for the strip of land. 
The 


Council unanimously voted the City 
Attorney and City Engineer power 
to go ahead and purchase ihe laud, 
widening the street. 
The Board of Education was em- 


powered to borrow $25,000 for the 
purpose of rebuilding their heating 
plant at the Lincoln 
and 
Witter 


schools, which has been very unsatis- 
actory and wasteful. 
Tiie idea in 
passing the resolution was merely 
to let the Board borrow the money 
from the State Trust 
fund, 
which 


will lend it to them at four and one- 
half percent interest, while should 
the city borrow it the interest would 
be six percent. 
'A number of the City employees 


presented a resolution stating ibat 
they had joined the union and asked 
that the city make no discrimination 
againsl the union man, which 
the 


council unanimously agreed to. 
The City Fire Team drivers got 


a raise to ?150 per month after 1-Jn- 
giiieer Thompson explained to 
the 


Council the 
difficulty 
of 
getting 


drivers and the amount of work they 
are' expected to do. 
The City En- 
gineer stated that the city 
would 


never get a better man than 
John 


He*nry had been. 
The matter of the brick 
paving 


done by the street car company on 
Grand and Third avenues heaving 
and being in bad shape brought out 
considerale discussion' and

man Roenius was appointed as

committee of one to confer with the 
company to try/to get them to im- 
prove this work.

Secretaries 
Rudolph 
Forstcr 
and 


Thomas W. Brahaney and a big staff 
of clerical assistants dully nre at work. 


The Wliite House has been treated 


to « new coat of paint, and It stands 
white and glistening in tho May sun- 
ehlne. Every second year, or, at tho 
longest, every third year, the painters 
conic and put a white overcoat on the 
old house. 
It was paint which gave 


the building the name of White House. 


As 
every 
American presumably 


knows, the White Hou.se grounds are 
directly 
opposite Lafayette square,

Tn the 


absence of the prusldent and his fam- 
ily visitors nro not admitted to the 
White House, nor, In fact, have they 
been ndmltted for a long time because 
of existing war conditions.

Interesting Houses Near By. 


Ono can spend a whole day inter- 


estedly In this Immediate section. At 
the corner of H, street and Madison 
place, fronting Kosclusko's monument 
on Lafayette square. Is the old Dolly 
Madl-son house, now the quarters of 
the scientific club known as the/Cos- 
mos club. After James Madison died 
his widow continued to occupy this 
house for many years nnd there she 
held her famous levees. 
The wialn 


part of the house is as it was In "Dol- 
ly's".day. The Cosmos club, however, 
has added to the original structure 
until now the scientists have plenty 
of rooiti for the increasing member- 
ship of their organization. 


Fronting Lafayette square from the 


north Is a brown stone house which 
many years ago was th« home of the 
British mlnlstor,/for at that time Great 
Britain maintained a minister and not 
an ambassador In the capital of the 
United States. In a room of this house 
Owon Meredith, a nephew of Bulwer 
Lytton, wrote the somewhat famous 
poem of "Luclle," or at any rate it was 
here that he wrote a lurgo part of It. 


At the corner of H street and Con- 


necticut avenue Is a fine old home wHti 
u largo yard inclosed with a high brick 


I wall. 
In this house Daniel Webster 


| llveil while ho was secretary of state. 


I and it was within Its doors that the 


Ai-hburton treaty wan considered and 
sanctioned by American officials. 


At tho corner of Jackson place and 


H street, fronting Lafayette squara, 
Is a large but plain brick house built 
and occupied at ono time by Stephen 
Deoatur. It was from this house that 
Docntm- vent forth to his duel with 
C</nmiotloru James Burrou, a duel In 
which he met his death. 


Gather for Extra Session. 


Senators

Cor the extra session. Many ot" the 
members of both houses already are 
hero and are engaged in home seeking, 
for many a new one has no house ex- 
cept the ono to which he is elected, tho 
lower house or the upper house of tfle. 
congress of the United States. 


Notwithstanding tho fact that the 


capltol i.s Republican and the White 
House Is Democratic, a large amount 
of legislation will be attempted this 
year, soiuo of which Is certain to be 
vetoed and some of which is certain 
to bocoinu the. law of the lund. 


In Washington for some weeks have 


been loading representatives of both 
political 
parties, 
the 
Republicans 


planning for legislation which they 
will attempt to enact and the Demo- 


i crats studying what the Republicans 


Intend to (lo so that they may know 
whether to acquiesce or to fight. 


It seems altogether likely that a new 


"party rule" will be I n ' force In the 
senate. Some of the Republicans de- 
termined recently that legislation in 
tho upper house- should not be de- 
termined upon, pro or con, by a hand- 
ful of men, but by all tho Republicans 
acting together. This rule nlreudy has 
boon sanctioned in advance by the 
Republican senators. The Democrats 
acted on this principle to some ex- 
tent during the time that they were 
lu control of the senate. 


Change From Old Method. 


In the old clays three or four men 


of their party, with power delegated' 
to them by the other members, con- 
stituted themselves into a court to 
"try" legislation. 
If this little group 


agreed that certain bills should be 
pressed to a passage, or should be 
shelved, tho party members generally 
agreed with them, and the result was 
that bills were passed or defeated at 
the whim of the few rather than on 
the sanction of the many. 
It was a 


case of a party blindly following Its 
leaders. 
It is probable that here- 


after in the United States senate, no 
matter which party is In control, the 
entire party membership will take n 
hand in suggesting what should be 
done and what should not be done. 


Congress will meot in extra 
ses- 


sion May 19. The two houses are in 
control of the Republicans, although 
the upper house is held by that party 
by such a slim majority that it may 
be dlfllcult at times to get legislation 
through. It will be necessary to bring 
to the support of Republican bills the 
votes of some senators who In recent 
years bnvu not been strongly Repub- 
lican, but more or less Independent. It 
will take a good deal of diplomacy on 
tho part of Republican lenders to se- 
cure the adherence of all the mem- 
bers of the party majority on all oc- 
casions. 
Republicans of the house will start 


-In at once to frame a tariff measure. 
It Is as yet undecided whether It will 
be an old-fashioned Republican bill, 
or one which simply will attempt to 
make readjustments in the existing 
schedules. 
An old-ffishioned Repub- 


lican tariff bill would be almost sure 
to meet with a veto, but a readjust- 
ment bill probably would be signed. 


If the Republicans follow the read- 


justment plnn they will do it because 
apparently 
they hope that in two 


years they can start In on a com- 
prehensive measure and hand it over 
Lo a Republican president to sign. 


While there Is a sort of a cock- 


siirednoss In Republican ranks that 
the next presidential election is to go 
their wny, the optimism of the Re- 
publicans is no greater than that of 
tho Democrats, who fully expect that 
their candidate will be elected.

House Favors Measure Creating 


Conciliation Board. 


HAS APPROVAL OF GOVERNOR 


New Elflht-Hour'Bills to-Be Introduced 


In Senate—Three Week*' Vacation 


for State Employee*—Bonus 


for Soldiers Favored. 


Madison.—The proposed state board 


of conciliation bill to settle labor dis- 
putes will be passed by the lower 
house of the Wisconsin legislature as 
recommended by Governor -Philipp. 
The bill was advanced by a :\-ote of 44 
to 23 and will go through the lower 
house this week -without further oppo- 
sition. 
All substitntes- offered were 


killed. 
' 


The bill creates a board' of concilia- 


tion of three members, to be appointed 
by the governor for a term of three 
years. The board shall Investigate la- 
bor disputes and make a finding of 
facts. There Is no machinery for en- 
forcing the award of the conciliation 
board and it Is expected that public 
sentiment, once the facts are known, 
wi}l remedy conditions. There-will be 
another fight over the eight-hour bill 
In the assembly. Assemblyman Det- 
tinger, Jackson county, has moved a 
reconsideration of the vote by which 
the bill was killed. 


Meantime two eight-hour bills are 


being drafted for Introduction into the 
senate. 
One bill will, probably come 


through committee and the other will 
be offered by an individual member on 
the floor. 
State employees 'will be given a 


three weeks' vacation. This was indi- 
cated'when the assembly, by a vote of 
00 to 8, concurred in the Jennings 1)111 
providing 18 days for employees who 
had been employed by the state for 
one year or more. The Socialists tem- 
poJarily baited consideration- of the 
bill to make sure that scrubwomen 
were included. 


The 
Wilcox 
joint 
resolution 
to 


amend the state constitution so that 
the state may raise money for high- 
wn.y purposes was killed in the lower 
house of the legislature. The resolu- 
tion provided Unit tli« state may cre- 
ate a debt for highway purposes of 
nirt to exceed in the aggregate "more 
than 1 per cent of the lust assessment."

The above telegram has been re- 


ceived by Senator A. H. 'Wilkinson 
from Michael Barry of Philipps. Sen- 
ator WUkinson said that he was re- 
ceiving many letters favoring the pass- 
age of the bill providing for the raising 
at the voluntary fund of $12,000,000 to 
aid returning soldiers. It has been de- 
cided by the authors of the bill that 
Liberty bonds shall be accepted as 
cash and that contributions to the 
$12,000,000 fund '.shall be exempt from 
taxation under the income tax law. It 
is proposed to distribute the money on 
the basis of $10 a month for each 
month nf service, the minimum bonus 
to .be $30. 


The assembly passed the Sell bill 


providing for codification of the labor 
laws of the state. On motion of C. E. 
Hanson the assembly tabled the Sever- 
son bill providing for 'greater publicity 
of state income tax returns. The house 
killed the C. M. Anderson bill for the 
regulation of loan sharks. It adopted 
an amendment and then laid over un-

making the county instead of the town 
the unit for payments under the moth- 
er pension law. 


By a vote erf 37 to 40 the house en- 


grossed the Nolan bill giving cities, vil- 
lages and towns with iarge populations 
larger representation on the county 
boards of the state. 
At the present 


time each town, village and every ward 
of the city Is entitled to one represen- 
tative on the county board. The No- 
lan bill amends the present law by 
giving towns, villages and wards of 
cities having a population of more than 
2,000 .Inhabitants two representatives 
on the county board. 


The assembly passed a bill appro- 


priating $10,000 for rebuilding the Q. 
A. R. arch at Camp Randall.' 


By a vote of 47 to 2G the assembly 


passed a bill establishing a basic elght- 
hcrur-day for women <cxcept those em- 
ployed in domestic service. 


The assembly concurred in the Pul- 


lenl bill creating the office of state hu- 
mane agent and appropriating $2,500 
annually for his force. 
' 


A resolution to amend the constitu- 


tion was offered in the assembly .to 
give the legislature power to fix the 
salary of the lieutenant governor. 


Gov. 
E. L. Phillpp issued a procla- 


mation setting May 29 as the date to 
commemorate -. the state's seventieth 
birthday. 


To Consider Marketing Measure. 


The senate decided to sit as a com- 


mittee of the whole..one day the pres- 
ent week to consider the marketing 
bill passed by the assembly. 
A fight 


will be made to reject the Equity bill 
passed by the house as a substitute 
for the Skogmo bill which was recom- 
mended by a special committee of the 
legislature. 
If this move proves suc- 


cessful it may mean that no market- 
ing measure will be passed at this 
session unless, an agreement can be 
reached through conference commit- 
tees.

For Waterways Commission. 


The creation of a deep waterways 


commission of three, to be appointed 
by the governor, to Investigate the 
project of connecting the Great Lakes 
with the Atlantic by enlarging the 
Welland canal, is contemplated in a 
bill Introduced In the senate by the 
Joint finance committee. 
The com- 


mittee will be asked to serve" without 
compensation, receiving only their ex- 
penses under an annual appropriation 
of $6,250 for two years. The commis- 
sion will co-operate with other state 
commissions. 


Thank Women Welcome™. 


Both houses of the legislature have 


passed a resolution thanking the Wis- 
consin committee of women at New 
York for their service to returning 
soldiers. This has been a volunteer 
committee composed of former 
Wis- 


consin women. When notice came that 
troops were about to return the state 
legislature appropriated $10,000 and 
appointed this voluntary committee to 
do all possible to aid returning sol- 
diers who .have been injured and > to 
welcome the others as they reached 
New £ork.

the news that there will be a direct 
state tax levy. The finance committee 
lias as good as.made the announce- 
ment with, the' virtual completion of 
its work. It has recommended appro- 
priations of approximately $43,000,000 
for the biennium. Estimated receipts 
for the next two years, according to 
the State board of public affairs, will 
be ?39,055,125.' 
The 
deficiency of 


nearly $4,000,000 can be made up by a 
levy .of $1 on $1,000 of assessed valua- 
tion." 
The finance committee's totals in- 


clude the appropriation to be raised 
for highways to meet federal require- 
ments. 
For this purpose the commit- 


tee will favor a one-quarter mill direct 
tax, and no change in automobile li- 
censes. The committee lias passed on 
214 bills. Only half a dozen remain.

officer for northern Wisconsin.

money has been appropriated.

county. 
The number of counties voluntarily 


employing a county nurse has grown 
rapidly in the last year. If the Coe 
bill now pending is finally enacted, it 
will give further impetus to the move- 
ment, making it mandatory upon all 
counties to provide this agency for 
better health in the rural districts.

ASHINGTON.—A machine that enables you to experience all the physical 
sensations of flying und to test your 'fitness for aviation without once 


losing your hold upon the eurth, has just been adopted by the war department 


for use in training JtS pilots.

Kuggles orientator, will he -a feature 
of all flying schools, and will enable 
civilians as well as soldiers to de- 
termine without risking their lives 
whether they are fit for flying. 


U'he machine consists of two sets 


of steel rings, the larger one of which 
Is 12 feet in diameter. One ring re- 
volves in the horizontal plane and the 
other in the perpendicular plane. The
